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11 SURVIVORS OF U, S. 
SHIP ARE RESCUED 

Rio De Janeiro, June 10,—Cap- 
tain Waldemar Lucid Pereira of 
the Brazilian steamer Osdried in 
a vadiogram to The Associated 
Press asserted that the United 
States steamer Robin Moor, sunk 
in the Atlantic May 21, was tor- 
pedoed, 

The Osdried has aboard 11 per- 
sons from the Robin Moor, pick- 
ed up from a lifeboat in mid-At- 
lantic Sunday. * 

The survivors 


said there had 
been three more lifeboats con- 
taining seven passengers, includ- 
ing three women, one child and 
28 crewmen, 


Washington, June 10.—A re- 
port that the American steamer 
Robin Moor was torpedoed and 
sunk in the South Atlantic “by a 
German submarine” was received 
by the Navy Monday via commer- 
cial channels, 

Officials stressed that the re- 
port, the origin of which was 
credited to the Brazilian steamer 
Osorio, had not been confirmed 
officially. 

The message, intercepted by 
RCA Communications, was re- 
layed from the Brazilian vessel to 
the steamship Lages and then to 
the Deer Lodge. 

It said the Osorio reported hay- 
ing found one lifeboat with sur- 
vivors and added that the Osorio 
said the Robin Moor “was torpe- 
doed by a German submarine,” 

The navy guardedly declined to 
publish the exact text of the mes- 
sage pending confirmation of the 
report. 

The State Department and the 
Maritime Commission said they 
had no information at the time 
the Navy disclosed the message. 

The Maritime Commission said 
its understanding was that the 
ship was carrying a general car- 
go of automobiles, steel and oth- 
er material but no war munitions. 

Rio De Janiero, Brazil, June 
10.—The 4,900-ton United States 
merchant ship Robin Moor, car- 
rying eight passengers and a 
crew of 38, was sunk south of the 
Cape Verdes Islands in the At- 
lantic about midway between 
Brazil and West Africa on May 
21, and 27 crewmen and the pas- 
sengers are missing, it was re- 
ported here Monday. 

The Brazilian steamship Osorio 
which wirelessed she had picked 
up 11 members of the crew, ad- 
vised that she still was searching 
for three of the Robin Moor’s 
lifeboats in which the other vic- 
tims presumably took to the sea, 

The passengers included three 
women and a child, 

(In New York, the Robin Line 
said it had no word of the cause 
of the Robin Moor’s sinking, but 
added that it was rumored she 
had foundered. She sailed from 
New York May 6, for Capetown, 
South Africa.)

All farmers in this county who 
produced @ crop of oats are urged 
to save them for seed. The pres- 
ent indications are that seed sup- 
plies this fall will be inadequate, 
Oats are one of the most effect- 
ive of winter cover crops and are 
also one of the essential plantings 
needed under the Alabama Con- 
servation Plan. There is no doubt 
that the demand for seed oats 
this fall will be tremendous. 

The Agent has contacted some 
growers of oats and has called 
their attention to the importance 
of saving all of their seed. He is 
using this means of calling this 
fact to the attention of other 
growers who have not been con- 
tacted. 

All growers who have oats that 
could be used for seed are asked 
to register their names at the 
caunty office so that the neces- 
sary steps can be taken to ana- 
lyze their seed and have germi- 
nation tests made of them,

WPA J Approval 


Revives Street 
Paving Project 


Blba's street paving 
which has been resting quietly 
for more than two months, is ex- 
pected to take on new life within 
the next few weeks following an- 
nouncement from Washington 
last week that presidential ap- 
proval had been given the WPA 


project 


project in the amount of $39,- 
410.00, The Clipper received a 
telegram from Senator Lister 


Hill Saturday which stated: 

“Delighted to advise WPA pro- 
ject 50431 for the improvement 
of streets of Mba including pay- 
ing, constructing drainage facil- 
ities and storm sewers has re- 
ceived presidential approval in; 
the amount of $389,410,” 

Tt will be remembered that 
Mayor and City Council proposed 
paving with a bituminous mate- 
rial or “black top,” practically all 
the unpaved streets that are ad- 
jacent to or are in close proxim- 
ity to the business district and 
the present paved streets. The 
project also included  severa) 
streets in West Elba, 

The program had been worked 
up with the idea that WPA. as- 
sistance would be secured and 
that the cost to property owners 
would be small as compared with 
the cost of such a project whero 
property owners would pay all 
costs. Plans and specifications 
had been made under supervision 
of engineers who conformed to 
state requirements, 

The City proceeded only to the 
first protest meeting date when 
seventy-five owners and _ joint- 
owners of property filed petition 
against the project on legal 
grounds as well as objection to 
the cost. The petitioners were 
ugainst the improvement if any 
part of the cost was to be assegss- 
ed against them. 

City officials took no further 
action in the matter although pro- 
tests came from a minority of 
property owners affected, but the 
application for WPA aid in the 
improvement was made and for- 
warded to Washington. Now that 
approval has been given the pro- 
ject, no doubt the matter will be 
brought up before the City Coun- 
cil again for action, The Coun- 
cil can proceed with the matter 
or it can abandon the improve- 
ment altogether, 

Many property owners in the 
city are very anxious for the 
street improvement, even scme 
of those who filed protest have 
stated that they would pay a rea- 
sonable amount for the paving, 
but protested as a _ precaution. 
Those who want the paving feel 
that now is the time to have it 
done while the WPA assistance 
is available. They say that the 
labor furnished will save many 
collars and that such an oppor- 
tunity might not come again in 
some time. 

No official announcement, so 
far as we have been able to learn, 
has been made by the City Coun- 
cil in regard to the matter. How- 
ever, from other sources it has 
been stated that a plan may be 
worked out whereby the work can 
be done on the more important 
streets and alleys and on streets 
where nearly all property owners 
want the improvement. The mat- 
ter may be decided within the 
next few weeks, in the meantime 
much discussion is anticipated.

Sets Objectives In 
Unified Program 


(By Nell Fannin ‘Hutchison) 

Following the recent meeting 
of the County Nutrition Commit- 
tees of the National Defense Pro- 
gram, held in Tuscaloosa, the 
Coastal Plain Counties haye com- 
piled their objectives, 

These objectives were chosen 
after a careful study of the needs 
of the people, production and con- 
Sumption of foods in the counties 
had been made by a committee of 
which Miss Willie Lou Terrell, 
home agent in Dale County, was 
chairman and Miss Mamie B. 
Mathews, home agent in Coffee 
County, was secretary. The ob- 
jectives are announced as follows: 

That a survey revealing the ac- 
tual conditions of production and 
consumption of necessary foods 
be made in each county. 

The adjustment of agricultural 
production to remove the known 
deficiencies of fruits, vegetables, 
meat, milk and eggs by increased 
production and more efficient dis- 
tribution through marketing fa- 
cilities, 

Improved methods of preserva- 
tion of home or locally grown 
foods and increased use of these 
methods. 

Closer cooperation between 
medical and health groups and 
other agencies in promoting dis- 
cussion groups, speakers, bu- 
reaus and exhibits related to nu- 
trition, 

That a study be made of all in- 
fluences which have worked in 
actual use in the CCC camps and 
have resulted in a dramatic im- 
provement in the nutrition of 
these boys taken into camps. 

A vigorous program to achieve 
improved nutrition throughout 
the state by protection of the 
standard of living by an educa- 
tional program sponsored by P.T. 
A., Home Demonstration Clubs, 
Federated Clubs, WPA, FSA., 
Welfare Department, Health De- 
partment, F, F. A, and F. H, A., 
Public and High schools, 

An intensive educational pro- 
gram be sponsored through all 
the existing agencies for the fur- 
ther development of standards in 


already existing lunchrooms, 
lomes, and public places. The 
standards to include _ selection, 


protection of 
foods, 

A definite educational program 
for the use of foods accompany 
the distribution of surplus com- 
modities, 

That a program be sponsored 
with the rural and urban popula- 
tion in improved buying methods 
and choices of foods through FSA, 
Vocational teachers, P.T.A., Study 
clubs, Extension Service and oth- 
er agencies equipped to carry on 
this educational program. 

We recommend the cooperation 
of the land owners and credit 
agencies in requiring the people 
to produce an adequate supply of 
foods.

Furnish Quarters 


For Baby Chicks 


(By Nell Fannin Hutchison) 


The National Food For Defenye 
Program has brought to Coffee 
County a return of the spirit of 
log-rolling days when 
neighbors gathered to lend a hand 
ul the heavy tasks, 


pioneer 


The present emergency con- 
cerns larger quarters for those 
hundreds of baby chicks which 
started life in 700 home-made 
brooders on HSA farms six or 
eight weeks ago, ‘Those downy 
yellow biddies are now plump 
broilers and too big for their 
cramped quarters, 

Range houses are being’ built 
to fill this need, In order to save 
time and facilitate construction, 


all the men of a community yath- 
er at one home, where a range 
house is built by the entire group 
under the direction of their farm 
Supervisors, Later, working by 
twos and threes in their own com- 
munities, farmers will construct 
the needed houses throughout the 
county, 

A vange house is a low, porta- 
ble chicken house built almost en- 
tirely of wire mesh and roofed 
with corrugated tin, Its dimen- 
sions are 9x12 feet with 18 inches 
from floor to eaves and 4 feet 
from floor to ridge pole. 

The under-pinning may be of 
logs off the farm, as plans are 
for the least possible expense, 
The necessary framing is fabri- 
cated and ready to be set up be- 
fore it is carried to the demon- 
stration, Th e floor is raised a 
few inches above the ground and 
is of the wire, Roost poles are 
nailed to the floor in lateral rows. 
Water containers and feed bins 
are placed down the center 
“aisles.” 

Nests are built in at the back 
of the house with hinged walls so 
that they may be lowered from the 
outside for gathering eggs or for 
cleaning, The low side walls may 
be easily planked in when winter 
comes, 

The house is planned with its 
door toward the South. The lo- 
cation should be near green feed 
and its lightweight construction 
permits moving from one feed 
plot to another as different types 
of feed are ready for grazing. The 
droppings will be treated daily 
with super-phosphate and utilized 
for fertilizer, 

A hundred of these houses are 
going up in the county, all simi- 
lar and large enough to accommo. 
date 50 hens. The reporter ob 
served the construction of one at 
the home of Newt Adkins in the 
Bethany community Friday after- 
noon, Ten farmers worked in 
unison with Farm Supervisors W. 
D, Lucas and J. S. Pridgen di- 
recting and assisting. 

A constant flow of questions, 
instruction and interchange of 
ideas on the work in hand and 
the successful raising of chickens 
was mingled with the hum of 
saws and the beat of hammers. 
In two or three hours the job was 
complete, 

The range house was adjacent 
to a plot of young, thickly plant- 
ed green corn. Other green feed 
coming on for the chickens this 
Summer are peas and soy beans. 
In Winter there will be oats, rye 
and rape, 

Ninety - eight New Hampshire 
Red broilers from the original lot 
of 100 chicks are ready for the 
new home. The roosters and 
culls will be retained in the shel- 
ter of the original brooders and 
quickly fattened for market. The 
pullets will be transferred to the 
range house and retained as the 
nucleus of a permanent poultry 
flock, They will begin laying by 
early Fall. 

While the men _ carpentered, 
Miss Avery, home supervisor for 
this section of the county, met 
with their wives for instruction 
in food preservation, gardening, 
care of poultry and dairy prod- 
ucts. 

Periodic community meetings 
for both men and women will be 
held as the program advances and 
foods of all kinds will be grown, 
preserved and shared.

REPLANTING OF GARDENS 
AFTER RAIN IS ADVISED 


Gardens which have died dur- 
ing’ the drought can be kept clean 
of weeds and grasses and replant- 
ed to good advantage after suf- 
ficient rains are obtained, “The 
ground,” according to L, M, Ware, 
experiment station horticulturist, 
“must be disturbed as little as 
possible during the drought so 
that the small amount of mois- 
(ure available and any surviving 
Plants will not be lost.

Planting after rains can be done 
Without further preparation to 
lund where crops have died, Only 
& small furrow is advised, It 
Plantings are not to follow crop 
failures, then preparation and fer- 
lization are necessary, after 
which another rain is needed be- 
fore planting for best results, 

Lima and snap beans, okra and 
collards can be planted when the 
moisture is sufficient, Transplant- 
ings of tomatoes, eggplants and 
peppers also are suggested by 
Ware,

FIRST JERUSALEM CONFER- 
ENCE ON WORLD MISSIONS 


LESSON TEXT—Acts 15:6-21, 

GOLDEN TEXT—But we believe that 
through the grace of the Lord Jesus 
Christ we shall be saved, even as they,— 
Acts 15:11, 


The conference on missions in 
Jerusalem was not the result of an 
appeal to a ruling church organiza- 
tion for a decision, but rather a gath- 
ering of the believers from Antioch 
with those in Jerusalem to confer 
regarding a serious difference of 
opinion, The earliest converts to 
Christianity were Jews, who had 
come by the way of Judaism into 
their new faith in Christ. But now, 
through the preaching of Paul and 
Barnabas, certain Gentiles had be- 
lieved in Christ, Their new-found 
joy was soon beclouded by a theo- 
logical problem, Certain teachers 
from Judea (Acts 15:1) declared 
that the Gentiles were not saved 
unless they came into the Christian 
faith the way of the fullfillment of 
the Jewish law. Paul and Barnabas 
at once realized that this was 

I. The Vital Question—Is Salva- 
tion by Grace or Works?(vv. 7-11; 
see also vv. 1-5). 

Paul and his fellow workers had 
rightly apprehended God's plan of 
salvation apart from works of the 
law. Paul realized that the entire 
future of the gospel ministry was in 
a sense dependent on the solution of 
this problem, Christianity is the 
only religious faith in the world that 
presents justification by grace as the 
way of redemption; all others follow 
(more or less) the path of salvation 
by works. 

The question now was: Shall 
works of the law be mingled with 
grace—can Jesus Christ alone save 
men, or is salvation through Jesus 
Christ plus something else? 


How was such a serious question 
to be settled? Should argument and 
strife be permitted to go on until the 
stronger party prevailed? Better 
judgment indicated the desirability 
of a friendly discussion and a joint 
decision with the believers at Jeru- 
salem. This was 

Il. The Christian Solution—Coun- 
cil Rather Than Controversy (vv. 6, 
7, 12418). 

There may be times when it be- 
comes the duty of the Christian 
worker to take an uncompromising 
stand for the truth of God and refuse 
to be moved, come what may. But 
certainly there should be no such 
spirit in dealing with differing in- 
terpretations of Scripture on the part 
of sincere and earnest Christian 
brethren. How much would be 
gained in the Church today if, in- 
stead of magnifying differences and 
permitting personal desires and am- 
bitions to intervene, mew were will- 
ing to sit down in the spirit of Christ 
around the tables of Christian coun- 
cil and brotherhood, presided over 
and directed by the Holy Spirit (see 
Acts 15:28). 

Observe the full measure of lib- 
erty in discussion, the attentive 
listening to the messages of the 
brethren, Note also that there were 


no secret sessions of a ‘steering 
committee’ and no “'steamroller’’ 
tactics. 


The whole question was honestly 
and carefully considered by the 
council at Jerusalem, with the result 
that there was a vindication of the 
preachers of God's grace. 

James finally spoke, giving the 
conclusion to which the Holy Spirit 
had led the conference (see y. 28). 
Here for all the future we have 


IiI,, The God-Given Answer—Sal- 
vation Is by Grace (vv, 19-21; see 
also vv. 22-35). 


In his epistle to the Ephesians 
(Eph, 2:8, 9), Paul succinctly states 
this truth: ‘‘By grace are ye saved 
through faith; and that not of your- 
selves: it is the gift of God: not 
of works, lest any man _ should 
boast.’ The teaching of Scripture 
is very plain on this point, and we 
do well to receive it in all its beauty 
and grace. 

Let us observe, however, that the 
decision in Jerusalem, while it laid 
no further burden on these Gentile 
believers (v. 28), did quite properly 
require of them that, as those who 
had been saved by grace, they must 
‘‘walk in newness of life’’ (Rom. 6:4) 
which they had in Christ. Paul 
had the same thought in mind when 
he supplemented Ephesians 2:8 and 
9 with verse 10, declaring that God 
has ordained that we should walk 
“in good works." 

There are two opposite tendencies 
(both of which are wrong) in this 
matter, which consistently hurt the 
Christian church. The one which we 
have already stressed tries to mix 
works with grace, making salvation 
either entirely or partially by works. 
Sad to say, some who have sought 
to avoid this error have gone to the 
opposite extreme and have done vio- 
lence to God’s plan of salvation by 
making grace an excuse for sin, 
using their freedom from law as a 
justification of lawlessness. We are 
God's ‘workmanship, 
Christ Jesus unto good works” (Eph. 
2:10).

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Young Men Of 
County Register 


Next Tuesday 


Two hundred und thirty-two 
young men in Coffee County are 
expected to register with the two 
Selective Service Boards on next 
Tuesday, July ist, according to 
figures released last week by 
General Ben M, Smith, State Di- 
vector of Selective Service, It 
is estimated that one hundred 
and fifteen will register with 
Board No. 1 at Elba and one hun- 
agred and seventeen with Board 
No. 2 in Enterprise. 

Under the first call for regis- 
tration, which included all males 
who were between the ages of 
21 and 86 on October 16, 1940, 
Coffee County registered 3,726 
men. The new registration is ex- 
pected to bring the total to 3,958 
men registered for Selective Ser- 
vice in this county. 

Under a recent proclamation by 
the President, all men who will 
have reached their 2ist birthday 
between October 16, 1940, and 
July 1, 1941, are required to reg- 
ister on July 1, 1941. All Coffee 
1esidents who live in the Elba 
Court division are expected to 
register at Elba and those in the 
Enterprise division will register 
at Enterprise, sometime between 
the hours of 7:00 A. M. and 9:00

In the event a man who is sub- 
ject to registration should find 
himself away from home on July 
ist, he may register at any Local 
Board that is convenient for him. 
Such registrants are cautioned, 
however, to give their correct 
home address when registering so 
that their home community will 
get the benefit of their registra- 
tion.

NEGRO HERO, WELL DIGGER, 
LOSES LIFE FROM GAS 


Enterprise, Ala.—‘Uncle’ Ran- 
dolph Flowers, aged Negro well- 
cigger, hero and winner of a Car- 
negie Medal in 1931, came to his 
death one morning last week at 
the bottom of a well and O, V 
Arrington, white FSA farmer, 
narrowly escaped death in the 
same incident, 

Flowers had been engaged to 
repair an old abandoned well at 
the home of a Negro tenant far- 
mer on the Anderson place in Mt. 
Pleasant community. He was ov- 
ercome shortly after he entered 
the well by poison gas. 

Mr. Arrington, who lived at 
the adjacent farm, went to the 
rescue and succeeded in tying a 
rope around Flowers before be- 
ing overcome himself, A near 
panic ensued among the specta- 
tors before a Negro youth named 
Lampley volunteered to enter the 
well with a rope secured about 
his waist and another for Arring- 
ton, All were raised to the sur- 
face, 

Arrington was revived by arti- 
ficial respiration but Flowers was 
dead. 

In 1931 “Uncle Randolph” at 
great personal peril, entered a 
caved well near New Brockton 
and rescued Homer Boutwell, 
young white farmer buried for a 
lengthy period under the treach- 
erous earth, 

For this he was awarded a Car- 
negie hero medal and $1,000 in 
cash. He purchased a small farm 
near Enterprise with his award.

Provisions For 
Marketing 1941 


Peanuts Given 


Regulations governing market- 
ing of the 1941 peanut crop were 
unnounced this week by the Ag- 
ricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration. Marketing quotas on pea- 
nuts were approved for 3 years 
recently when farmers returned 
u favorable vote of more than 87 
per cent, 

The peanut quota for each 
farm is the actual production on 
the 1941 acreage allotment under 
the Agricultural Conservation 
Program, Marketings in excess 
of the farm quota will be subject 
lo a penalty of 8 cents a pound, 
unless the excess peanuts are de- 
livered to an agency designated 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, 
In the latter case, the farmer 
will receive the current price of 
peanuts for crushing into oil, 

Hugh D. Sexton, Coffee County 
agent, said the regulations pro- 
vide for three types of marketing 
cards, Farmers who plant within 
their acreage allotments will re- 
ceive “within quota” cards, while 
those who overplant will receive 
either a “limited marketing’? card 
or an “excess marketing” card. 

Th e “within quota” card indi- 
cates that the farm's entire pro- 
duction may be marketed without 
penalty. The “limited market- 
ing” card allows  penalty-free 
marketing up to a stated amount, 
above which the peanuts market- 
ed are subject to penalty. The 
“excess marketing’ card  speci- 
files a certain percentage of each 
sale upon which the farmer must 
pay a penalty. 

Peanut buyers are required to 
keep records, to collect the pen- 
alty from farmers who sell pea- 
nuts in excess of the farm quota, 
and to file reports and remit any 
penalties collected to the State 
AAA office. Operators of pea- 
nut picking and threshing ma- 
chines also are required to keep 
1ecords of all peanuts handled for 
farmers and to submit such rec- 
ords to the county AAA office.
